a. At Sanpetru Mare: A motorized artillery regiment (or battalion) with 122 
mm guns. 

b. In the Lovrin-Grabati area from Timisoara: An infantry regiment of three 
battalions equipped with heavy weapons. 

c. At Sanpetru Mare: A pioneer battalion. 

d. At Sannicolau Mare: Two batteries of an antiaircraft artillery battalion. 

The location of the other batteries was not known. 

5. Additional troop arrivals took place further to the southeast^ and there was a 
division southwest of Timisoara, where Soviet forces were also present. Rumanian 
air^le-engine and two-engine planes were frequently engaged in simulated low- 
level attacks. 

6. The Yugoslav-Rumanian border is fortified on both sides only at important 
communication points. Jinibolia is prepared for local defense with barbed wire 
entanglements I no minefields are known to be located in this area.^ The work 
of sealing off the border goes on uninterruptedly, but the efforts exerted in 
this direction are limited. 

7« This was the largest troop concentration in this area since 1945# and it caused 
great apprehension among the people who expected the outbreak of war with 
Yugoslavia.
